ALLIGATOR WEED IS THREAT [Youngsters 


TO AGRICULTURAL LANDS 


PORTERVILLE — Elimination of the recently-discovered Alligator 
weed before it starts to eliminate farm lands is practically the No. | 
mission of the Tulare County Agricultural Commissioner and Extension 
Service Farm advisors — and the battle grounds are Porterville and Vi- 
salia, where the serious weed pest is thriving in ditches. 

Survey in the Porterville area|to the airport. 


shows that the weed is well estab- 
lished in the Pioneer ditch below 
Murry park, and in Porter Slough; 
it is being found in all the ditch 
systems into which Pioneer and 
Porter Slough water flows to a 
point at least five miles west of 
Porterville, and throughout the Pi- 
oneer system north of the city. 

At Visalia the weed has been 
identified in Mill Creek, with the 
infestation extending from the 
west edge of the City of Visalia 


ATTACKING WHILE there is 
still time is the strategy of 
personnel in the offices of the 
Tulare County Agricultural com- 
missioner and the Extension 
service in a‘ fight against Alli- 
gator weed that has shown up 
in ditches at Porterville and 
Visalia, presenting a serious 
threat to agriculture - and home 
yards - if not eradicated. Top 
photos show a typical, massive 
growth of the weed in the Pi-: 
-oneer ditch along Fourth street: 


So what? 

Well, in the opinion of Farm 
Advisor Vince Schweers, Alligator 
weed, from the standpoint of 
toughness and difficulty of con- 
trol, “puts Morning Glory, John- 
son grass, and Nut grass to 
shame.” 

And this weed is allowed te 
move out from its relatively smaN 
area of ditches, it could become 
such a serious threat to agricul-

IT'S THE TREND THAT COUNTS 
Three important, elements of politics should be kept firmly in. 
mind when a voter appraises comididatee and siochens’ eu 

1. Regardless of who is elected, nothing will change over: 
night; 2. Trend is the all-important factor in a political administra- 
tion; 3. Political hg that have been in power should be held: 
responsible for their ‘statements prior to election and to their’ 
actions while in power. 

Point No. | should be obvious and is most certainly proved 
by long-time experience. An exception might — and has — de- 
‘veloped when a major crisis of some sort is at hand, but in gen- 
eral movement of affairs of state, changes are not sudden. 

Because of this, point No. 2 is perhaps the most basic as- 
pect of politics. Around this point of trend evolves political phil- 
osophies of the party in power, legislation implementing these 
policies, and the impact of legislation up and down the line on 
we the people. 

Point No. 3 is the most easily forgotten a of politics. 
‘Political parties espouse platforms and plans, candidates make 
promises and pledges, a great whirl of emotional harranging is 
often created, then comes the election. After that comes forget- 
fulness, all too often political parties and political candidates ig- 
nore their pledges, and we the people could care less. 

Now, let's put this all together for the November 8 general 
election. On one hand we the people have a great society pack- 
age wrapped up by the Johnson and Brown administrations, in 
fact it sometimes looks like a Charlie McCarthy routine as Brown 
jumps when Johnson speaks. 

If you like what's in this package — more taxes, tight money, 
a breakdown in law enforcement occasioned by silly court deci- 
sion, increasing national and state budgets, more centralized con- 
trol in virtually every phase of living, the new philosophy of civil

FARM EXPENSE 
CONTINUES UP, 
PROFIT DOWN 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Farm 
production expenses in the United 
States totaled $31 billion in 1965, 
compared to $25 billion in 1957- 
59, however the prices farmers pay 
for supplies, labor and equipment 
have risen faster than the overall 
cost of living, resulting in less net 
even. with generally higher farm 
prices in the market. 

And in spite of national admin- 
istration attempts to make farmers 
the whipping boys for increased 
retail food prices, facts of the case 
are that farmers, on an average, 
now receive only 39 cents. out of 
each consumer dollar spent for 
food — and that figure has tended 
to slip downward a bit through 
the years since World War Jf.

ture that infested farm lands 
might well become economically 
unusable. 

Just how Alligator weed got into 
the Pioneer ditch and into the Mill 
Creek system is not known, how- 
ever, arather plausible story in so 
far as the Pioneer is concerned is 
that years ago Alligator weed was 
planted in a lily pond at Murry 
park by someone who thought it 
was a pretty water plant. (which 
it is) 

About 10 years ago the lily 
pond, located on the edge of the 
Pioneer ditch, was tern out, plants 
from the pond were dumped into 
and along the ditch — and the 
weed took root and started to 
spread 

It was not really noticed until 
the last three or four years, and 
it was not identified until Decem- 
ver of 1965. Bob Dunbar, who is 
working on control out of the 
county agricultural conmissioner’s 
effice, and Schweers believed that 
prior to construction of Success 
dam, when the ditch dried up early 
each summer and stayed dry, the 
Alligator weed survived, since it 
will witnstand great drought, but 
did not spread rapidly. However,

weed is growing and spreading at 
a tremendous rate. 
A native of South America, the 
Alligator weed is a serious pest 
on agricultural lands in the south- 
ern United States.

— or land is abandoned — after 
it takes over. 
Its only other known distribu- 
tion in California is in the Rio 
Hondo, and downstream in the Los 
Angeles river from El Monte to 
Long Beach, and a spot infection 
in the nearby San Gabriel river, 
However, in the Rio Hondo area 
where it has been spread to home 
yards in fill dirt it has become @ 
most disagreeable yard weed pest. 
Along the Pioneer ditch the 
weed can be found moving up the 
banks and out away from the wa- 
ter. Schweers believes that it 
would do well if it ever got estab- 
lished in irrigated fields, or yards, 
consequently the battle is on to 
eradicate it now.

tor weed could run some $500 an 
acre — and it would not be single- 
shot control, but a continuous pro- 
cess that could extend over a per- 
iod of perhaps 10-12 years. : 

“That’s why it’s so important to 

get this weed now while it is still 
confined to a relatively small area, 
actually to about 20 miles of ditch 
system’’, says Schweers and Dun- 
bar. 
_ Indicating magnitude of the Al- 
ligator weed problem is the fact 
ithat Dr. Richard Yeo, of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture, Les 
‘Haworth and Murray Pryor, of the 
State Department of Agriculture, 
and Jim McHenry, of the Univers- 
ity of California at Davis, haye 
been working on Alligator weed 
control since the weed was dis- 
covered in Tulare county. 

McHenry has been planting weed 
roots in sand cultures at Davis, 
allowing plants to establish them- 
selves for about two months, then 
testing various fumigants. Those 
that appear to be most toxic are 
being field tested in Tulare coun- 
ty. 

Control test plots have been es- 
tablished in the Pioneer ditch and 
in Mill creek since about March 1 
of this year, however, not much 
was said about the newly-discover- 
ed Alligator weed. 

“After all’, says Schweers’’, we 
knew we had a serious pest but we 
didn’t know what to do about it, 
so there wasn’t much we could say. 
Now, however, we believe that we 
do have control methods that can 
be recommended, so we are ready 
to go to work.” 

Just what program of eradica- 
tion will be used has not been de- 
termined, but it is common for a 
problem of this kind to be ap- 
proached on a cost basis of one- 
third borne by the state, a third 
by the county, and a third by 
landowners. 

All persons connected with the 
Alligator weed study emphasize 
that steps must be taken now, 
while the weed is in a position to 
be controlled; that if it is al- 
lowed to spread, it will become a 
most serious economic threat to 


As for the Alligator weed it- 
self, plants are perennial from 
od-erpsosnatestteps-p lithk? at’ns 
deeply penetrating, thick tap- 
roots. Stems are hollow, pros- 
trate, rocting at the nodes in wet 
soil, or floating on the surface of 
water. The plant will live in wa- 
ter alone, or root down rapidly 
when stems touch the ground. 

It produces a white flower, 
however seed production is not 
known in California. Its growth 
jon water is so heavy that it will 
cut off ditch flow, and on land 
so thick that it smothers out all 
other growth. In appearance it 
is somewhat similar to native 
species of water primrose or yel- 
low waterweed.
